WE BELONG TO A 
GREAT COMPANY 
Hebrews 11:32 - 12:2 
Key Verse: Therefore, since we 
are surrounded by so great a cloud 
of witnesses, let us also lay aside 
every weight, and sin which clings 
so closely, and let us run with per­ 
severance the race that i* set be­ 
fore us. Hebrews 12:1. 
The great theme of the Epistle 
to Ute Hebrews seem s to be the 
superiority 
of 
Christianity 
over 
Judaism . Delicately but firmly the 
author Writes his m essage of ap­ 
peal. The whole book is an earnest 
plea for persistence in the Chris­ 
tian faith. One author character­ 
izes the first part, which we have 
already studied, in this m anner: 
“The first IO chapter* consist large­ 
ly of argum ent skilfully m arshaled 
and stated, but all Is to strengthen 
appeal, and exhortation is constant­ 
ly interwoven with demonstration.” 
In a recently published book by 
Bruce Barton, The Man and Book 
Nobody Knows, the author has re­ 
vised two former books in modern 
dress. Under “The Acts and Epis­ 
tles” in P art 2 he m akes this ob­ 
servation Rbout the Book of He­ 
brews which gives us an excel­ 
lent .starting point for the week * 
I lesson: 
"One Common Inspiration” 
" It is noble rn its conception of 
the basic principle oi a1! heroism 
— faith. It calls the long roll of 
the faithful in all the ages aud 
says that widely as they differed 
in m any things they were all ant* 
' mated by one common inspiration. 
Read this grand roll call in d ia p ­ 
er ll." 
This brings us right to the very 
heart of the lesson. Who were these 
Old Testament heroes and heroine* 
whose faith “ conquered kingdoms, 
enforced justice, received promises, 
stopped the mouth* of lions, etc.?” 
These w'ere the prophets, 
kings, 
and m artyrs of the old dispensation 
— the “cloud of witnesses’* which 
seemed so real and influential to 
the writer of Hebrews. 
What right do we have to belong 
to this great and noble company? 
Because of our Christian heritage. 
We can claim the history of the 
Hebrew* people as ours too, for we 
are the children of Abraham also. 
The heroes of tile faith as record­ 
ed in the Old Testam ent are our 
spiritual 
ancestors, 
from 
whose 
deeds and testimony we have come 
to know God as a just and m erci­ 
ful Father. To the list recorded in 
Hebrews 11 32 can be added the 
saints and m artyrs of New Testa­ 
ment history. 
“ Hall Of Fame’* 
As a part of your thinking or 
class discussion you might consid­ 
er some of the great leaders of 
the Church of the first nineteen 
centuries 
of 
Christian 
history. 
Whom would you place on this 
•’Christian Hall of Fame?” Being 
; thus “surrounded'’ by this great 
cloud of witnesses, Christian* today 
j should feel their responsibility in 
meeting the test of faith. Thus the 
lesson could be properly divided in­ 
to two parts: the witnesses and 
the Witness. The contributions of 
the great company of believers who 
have fought the good fight and 
won are readily acknowledged. It 
is now our task to maintain the 
i same integrity and perseverance in 
I the faith. 
; 
How shall we persevere in the 
faith? 
We 
must 
look to 
Jesus 
j Christ as our Guide, He Who vs 
: the great Witness — the Divine 
Spectator who not only observes 
| men in their struggle to remain 
loyal and true, but who is always 
present to help. sustain, and bless 
us. Tile thing that astounded the 
Roman rulers and their pagan sub­ 
jects the most was the fact that 
the 
early 
Christians 
considered 
Christ As their living Lord and 
I Savior — one who had conquered 
i death and would be with them 
always. This sustaining faith made 
them endure suffering, imprison­ 
ment, scourging, and m artyrdom 
with courage and hope 
What had these Christians of the 
first several centuries lived to see0 
They had seen the fulfillment of 
God’s plan in <l> the perfect reve­ 
lation, (2) the faultless covenant, 
and (3) the better sacrifice. Even 
though Christ is seated at the right 
harld of God, He Is not absent, but 
ever present. When we come to the 
service of Holy Communion and 
partake of the elements of the Sac­ 
ram ent we know the bread and the 
wine symbolize His body and blood. 
In sight of this noble cloud of 
witnesses who have preceded us 
and the great Witness, we must run 
the race that i^ set before us 
“ looking to Jesus the pioneer and 
perfecter of our faith.”
